Burney, the noted surgeon who left there 
Thursday, has been recalled. 
He ad­ 
vanced the theory before he left that 
his accelerated pulse m ight be due to 
after effect of the shock of the first bul­ 
let against the breastbone, 
which is 
now m auifestiug itself for the first 
time. 
The president’s condition, generally 
speaking, is fairly satisfactory aud upon 
this is based the hope for his recovery. 
If the heart action could be controlled 
and strengthened the crisis now exist­ 
ing would pass, but everything is boing 
prepared for the worst. 
Vice President Roosevelt and absent 
m em bers of the cabinet have been tele­ 
graphed for and are speeding here as 
fast as steam can bring them. 
W hen the sinking 
spell occurred 
about 2 o’clock this m orning it was 
feared th at President McKinley m ight 
expire at any moment, as he did not re­ 
spond to ordinary stim ulants. 
It was 
only when recourse was had to the des­ 
perate resource of injecting saline solu­ 
tion, which saved Mrs. M cKinley’s life 
at San Francisco, into his veins that 
circulation grew stronger and after an 
hour he rallied somewhat. 
His pulse 
at one time was alm ost 140, but a slight 
rally came aud returning hope w ith it. 
The physicians believe if the presi­ 
dent could be carried through tonight 
there would be hope of his recovery. 
The adm inistration of nourishm ent 
has been practically discontinued as to 
the rectum , which is much irritated, 
and does not retain enemas. 
Only a 
small am ount of nourishm ent is re­ 
tained. 
The president is very weak and his 
heart trouble is not thoroughly under­ 
stood. 
It was in belief that, Drs. John­ 
ston and Janew ay m ight be of service 
in elucidating the exact trouble and 
they were sent for. 
The president is in constant dauger 
of a sudden sinking spell and complete 
eollapse. 
The president had a sinking spell 
shortly after 2 o’clock this m orning as 
a result of imperfect heart action. 
The 
physicians outside the house were hasti­ 
ly summoned and heart stim ulants were 
administered. 
Members of the cabinet 
in the city were sent for aud telegrams 
were sent those elsewhere as well as to 
Vice President Roosevelt, who is w ith 
his family at Takowus Club in North 
Woods, near Albany. 
Later in the m orning tho president re­ 
vived somewhat and bulletins issued 
after a consultation of physicians gave 
some hope of recovery. 
The first official bulletin, signed by 
the physicians present, was issued at 9 
o’clock this morniug aud read as fol­ 
lows: 
“ The president’s ccndit 
as some­ 
w hat improved dur/ng the past two 
hours. 
There is a better response to 
stim ulants. 
He is free from pain and 
is conscious. 
Pulse, 128; tem perature, 
99.8. 
No official report came from the Mil­ 
burn house for moro than hour and all 
th at could be obtained then was from 
one of the attending physicians, who 
said: 
“ The president is now sleeping.” 
N othing more was known until 11:50, 
w hen Dr. Stockton left the house. 
He 
said: 
“ The president is holding his 
own. 
T h at’s all I can say.” 
At noon Dr. W asdin left the Milburn 
m ansion and w hen interrogated as to 
the condition of tho president made a 
rem ark that puzzled those who up­ 


end it was understood that they carried 
dispatches to the absent; members of tbs 
cabinet and the kin of tho president. 
A dditional lights were burning iu till 
M ilburn house and the household astir. 
Beyond the statem ent th at the presi­ 
dent is critically ill no further announce-1 
m ent has been authorized, but it is 
m anifest th at the wounded president 
faces a grave aud menacing crisis. 
Alarm can be road in tho actions of 
thpse whoso nursing aud care ho isoora-1 
nutted to. 
Tho scene about the house | 
is a dram atic one. Tho attendants oould : 
be seen harrying about behind the un* j 
shaded aud brightly lighted windows 
and messengers come ami go hastily 
through the guarded door. 
Outside 
half a hundred newspaper correspon­ 
dents are assembling aw aiting nows. 
Mrs. Newell one of the trained nurses, 
suddenly called, arrived at 8:15 o’clock 
this morning. She sprang from an oleo* 
trio carriage aud run down the sidewalk 
to the house.

Chicago, Sept. 13.—Emma Goldman, 
the anarchist agitator arrested Tuesday, 
is more content as to her quarters. 
She 
was not allowed to see the newsiiaper* 
Thursday, but w hen told that the tenor 
dispatches indicated a lack of evidence 
against her she smiled aud said: 
“ The gentlem en seoul to be coming 
to their senses.” 
She then added: * I 
would nurse the president of this conn­ 
try as tenderly as I would a hard work­ 
ing man whose hands were soiled w ith 
toil. 
If I were not in jail aud if the 
people about the president would lot me 
I would nurse him and norse him well. 
To me the president is simply a sick 
man. 
“ I am a trained nurse and I have the 
sym pathy of a woman, the spm pathy 
of an anarchist for suffering m ankind. 
I would not be an anarchist, I could 
not be, w ithout sym pathy. 
It is not 
sym pathy for a ruler, but sym pathy for 
the m an—the man who suffers, for tho 
wife who suffers. 
By w hat I have said 
I do not mean to retract other state­ 
ments I have made of my opinion of 
the president. 
As a president, my opin­ 
ion of Mr. McKinley is not very high.” 
Then she told of nursing back to 
health a woman who was an intim ate 
friend of a Philadelphia detective on 
whose testimony slit* served a term of 
seven m ouths in 1898. 
Miss Goldman denied that there was 
such a thing as a constitution by which 
anarchists wero governed.

Buffalo, Sept. 13.—The condition of 
the president is precarious aud ho has 
only a fighting chance for his life. His 
condition ot 2:30 o’clock this afternoon 
was somewhat bettor than onrlior in 
tho day, but the physicians have but 
little hope. 
All realize that only a slender fhope 
remains, and all dread a sudden attack 
of heart failure which 
might bring 
death, 
Of all the sad household, only the 
wife does not know the truth. Silo sur­ 
mises that Mr. McKinley is worse, for 
she was told this morning it would bo 
better for her not to enter the sick 
chamber. She assented, but it was with 
a look of mute appeal in hor eyes. 
The president himself seems to real­ 
ize his life hangs by a thread, although 
he has not yet been told how slim his 
chances are. 
This morning ho looked 
out of the window when the nurse was 
adjusting his pillow to keep oat the 
light, he murmured a feeble protest: 
“I t’s so beautiful, the trees are so beau­ 
tiful, I want to see rhem.” 
Doctors, it is needless to say are doing 
all medical science and skill can do to 
save the president to his country. 
Dr. VV. VV. Johnston of Washington, 
and Dr. Janewny of New York, two of 
the most eminent heart specialists of 
the United States were summoned to 
lend their skill aud counsel aud Dr. Mo- 
Burney, the noted surgeon who left there 
Thursday, has boon recalled. 
He ad­ 
vanced the theory before he left that 
his accelerated pulse might be due to 
after effeot of the shock of the first bul­ 
let against the breastbone, which is 
now manifesting itself for tho first 
time. 
The president’s condition, generally 
speaking, is fairly satisfactory aud upon 
this is based the hope for his recovery. 
If the heart action could be controlled 
and strengthened the crisis now exist­ 
ing would pass, but everything is being 
prepared for the worst. 
Vice President Roosevelt and absent 
members of the cabinet have been tele­ 
graphed for and are speeding here as 
fast as steam can bring them. 
When the sinking 
spell occurred 
about 2 o’clock this morning it was 
feared that President McKinley might 
expire at any moment, as he did not re­ 
spond to ordinary stimulants. 
It was 
only when recourse was had to the des­ 
perate resource of injecting saline solu­ 
tion, which saved Mrs. MoKiuloy’s life 
at San Francisco, into his veins that 
circulation grew stronger and after an 
hour he rallied somewhat. 
His pulse 
at one time was almost 140, but a slight 
rally came and returning hope with it. 
The physicians believe if the presi­ 
dent could be carried through tonight 
there would be hope of his recovery, 
The administration of nourishment 
has been practically discontinued as to 
the rectum, which is mach irritated, 
and does not retain enemas. 
Only a 
small amount of nourishment is re­ 
tained. 
The president is very weak and his 
heart trouble is not thoroughly under­ 
stood. 
It was in belief that Drs. John­ 
ston and Jaueway might lie of service 
in elucidating the exact trouble and 
they were sent for. 
The president is in constant daugor 
of a sudden sinking spell and complete 
collapse. 
The president had a sinking spell 
shortly after 2 o’clock this morning as 
a result of imperfect heart action. 
The 
physicians outside the house were hasti­ 
ly summoned and heart stimulants were 
administered. 
Members of the cabinet 
in the oity were sent for and telegrams 
wore sent those elsewhere as well as to 
Vice President Roosevelt, who is with 
his family at Tahowus Club in North 
Woods, near Albany. 
Later in the morning tho president re­ 
vived somewhat and bulletins issued 
after a consultation of physicians gave 
Some hope of recovery. 
Tho first official bulletin, signed by 
the physicians present, was issued at 9 
o’clock this morning aud read as fal­ 
lows: 
“The president’s ci adit I 
is some­ 
what improved dur/ug ti..' past two 
hours 
There is a better response to 
stimulants. 
He is free from pain aud 
is conscious. 
Pulse, 128; temperature, 
99 8. 
No official report came from the Mil- 
buru house for more than hour and all 
that could he obtained then was from 
one of the attending physicians, who ' 
said: “ The president is now sleeping.” 
Nothing more was known until 11:50, 
when Dr. Stockton loft the house. 
Ho 
said: 
“ The president is holding his 
•w a. 
That's all I can say.” 
At uoon Dr. Wasdin left the Milburn 
mansion and when interrogated as to 
made a 
ho ap­ 


proached him to find out the latest. Ile 
said: 
“ A bulletin will be issued at 2 p. rn. 
Further than that I decline to talk.” 
At 12:30 the anxiety caused by Dr. 
Wasdin’s remarks was dispelled by a 
bulletin signed by Georgo B. Cortelyon, 
secretatfMto the president. 
This bul­ 
letin w™ us follows: 
“ The president’s physicians report his 
condition practically unchanged since 
tho 9 o’clock bulletin. 
He is sleeping 
quietly.” 
Tho following bulletin was issued by 
tho president's physicians ut 3:30 p. in.* 
“Tho president has more than held 
his own siuoe morning, and his condi­ 
tion justifies the expectation of further 
improvement. 
Ile is hotter than in tbs 
past 13 hour.” 


T h e f i r s t Minkin* Spell. 
Buffalo, Sept. 13.—The condition of 
Presided McKinley at 4 o’clock thii 
morning was considered serious. 
Tho change for the worse came only 
last night, said to have been caused 
from the food taken yesterday, which 
was not properly assimilated and passed. 
The food was passed at midnight and 
physicians believed at that timo ho had 
passed the critical state, but shortly 
after 3 o’clock this morning the presi­ 
dent esp* danced a sinking spell. 
The physicians administered restora­ 
tives to him with the hopo of reviving 
him. 
A general eau was sent out to tbs 
physicians and the members of the cab­ 
inet in the city. 
Dr. Perk reached the house at 2:3C 
and shortly after him came Seoretariel 
Hitchcock and Wilsou. 
The Associated Press was authorized

Beyond the statement that the presi­ 
dent is critically ill no further announce­ 
ment has been authorized, but it ii 
manifest that the wounded president 
faces a grave aud menacing crisis. 
Alarm can be read in the actions of 
thpse whose nursing aud care he is com­ 
mitted to.

She 
was not allowed to see the uowsqtapers 
Thursday, but when told that the teuor 
dispatches indicated a lack of evidence 
against her she smiled and said: 
“The gentlemen seem to bo coming 
to their senses.” She then added: ‘ I 
would nurse tho prosidout of this coun­ 
try as tenderly as I would a hard work­ 
ing man whose hands wero soiled with 
toil. 
If I wero not in jail aud if the 
people about the president would lot me 
I would nurse him and nurse him well. 
To me the president is simply a sick 
man. 
“ I am a trained nurse and I have the 
sympathy of a woman, the spmpathy 
of an anarchist for suffering mankind. 
I would not be an anarchist, I could 
not be, without sympathy.
